On top of 
the cross is a crown with crossed swords, and 
underneath the shield a ribbon on which is in- 
scribed Omnia ad Deo Gioriam.

THE CAMP BY DAY. 

‘The canvas city on the lake-shore was all 
agog with excitement yesterday. Workmen, 
visitors, and Knights Templar jostied one 
another all day long in the vistas of the camp, 
and, as if the activity natural to the occasion 
was not enough, a very brisk nor’-easter added 
to the liveliness. Fresh from its career over the 
wave-tops it was a cool and refreshing breeze 
which exhilarated the encampment’s occupants 
and utterly overcame the sun's strenuous efforts 
to become unpicasantly warm. This was well, 
as, despite the exertions prevailing during the 
week, there was an abundance of work left to 
be accomplished during the day before the

A constant succes- 
sion of teams laden with these necessaries of 
camp-life came up to the main entrance of the 
encampment on Van Buren street and depos- 
ited their contents, which were immediately

liest occupied. The furniture of the ordinary 
tent is quite simple. The larger tents, 


having an area of lan feet, are supplied 
with seven cots, each of which is furnished 
with a pair of clean sheets, a pair 
of blankets, and a pillow. Then comes a wash- 
ing-basin, a ety a water-pail, and a 
drinking-eup. Two camp-stoois complete the 
equipment, unless in the case where ladies are 
making atrial of tent-life, when a stuol-closet 
is added. The furniture of the smaller 9x9 feet 
tents is identical with that of the larger ones, 
except that they contain only three cots. 

All doubts which may have been excited as to 
the stability of the tents vanished yesterday 
when it was seen the gale, vnich covered 
the lake with foam capped waves, failed to bring 
one of them to the ground. As a matterof fact, 
notbing less thun a tornado could remove one of 
the tewts from its moorings.

APOLLO COMMANDERY. 

Last evening, beginning at 7 o'clock, a hurry- 
ing crowd poured in the direction of the Apollo 
Asylum on Monroe street, eager to catch sight 
of this superb and renowned body on parade. 
Simultaneously in detached groups of twos and 
threes the Knights assembled and disappeared 
within the building to equip themselves. By 
courteous permission of the Captain-General, a 
TRIBUNE reporter visited the Asylum, Armury, 
and Egyptian Halli. The first is one of the finest 
in the world, and though not large enough now 
to meet the full requirements of the Command- 
ery, whose roster exceeds by far that of any in 
the country, is imposing and beautiful. The 
roof is of cedar, Gothic-shaped. The walls are 
tinted, and upon them in exquisit fresco are dis- 
played the arms of the Commandery, and vari- 
ous Masonic devices. The throne of the Emi- 
nent Commander isa Roman curule chair upon 
a raised dais, canopied by carven and polished 
oak, hung with rich drapery. It is of polished 
walnut, tufted and cushioned with velvet, deep- 
ly fringed. The seats of the Generalissimo and 


Captain-General are of similar material, but 
Gothe design, as are also those of the 
| Prelate and other officers. The chairs of the 
| Sir Knights are of superb workmanship in wal- 
| nut, and have the triangle and other emblems. 

The Egyptian Hail is glowing with fresco, 
paneled and columne in antique style, and cov- 
ered with hierogiyphies. 

The Armory is dressed with polished oak, and 
here each Knight bas a capacious locker where- 
in to keep his trappings. Other rooms, exquisitly 
furnished, are en suite. 

Having donned their rich uniforms, and with 
their breasts glittering with costly jeweis, the 
detachment of the Commandery ordered to 
take possession of camp descended to the street 
at 8 p. m., and fell into line, eliciting cheers 
from spectators by their splendid appear- 
ance. The detachment numbered 116, consist- 
ing of only part of two companies, and wus ac- 


firm, steady, and unbroken step, the 

pearing, and the rapidity and vrecision wit 
which the various evolutions were gone through 
with, proved that the Commandery was as per- 
tect in drill as great in numbers. From the 
comments of the multitudes of spectators 
thronging the line of march it was evident that 
much had been expected, and that the result 
was fully a gratification. 

The Apollo was the tirst Commandery to reach 
the camp. and its members were greeted with 
three rounds from a Na on tweive-pounder, 
fired by Battery Bof the First Illinois Light 
Battery. They were then aligned, brought to pa- 
rade rest, assigned to quarters, and dismissed 
ranks, Soon after the rest of the Sir Knights of 
the Commandery arrived in full uniform, num- 
bering 716 in all. who, after reporting tor duty 
and receiving orders, returned to their homes 
until to-morrow morning. 
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ST. BERNARD COMMANDERY. 

Of the three Commanderies in Chicago, that 
of St. Bernard is at once the youngest and one 
of the most vigorous. Now scarcely ten years 
oid, it numbers to-day 325 members, or about as 
many as the Chicago Commandery, the oldest 
in this city, which is ome of the largest in the 
United States.

. BYMBOLS AND MOTTOES. 

The vast majority of the people do not under- 
stand the Masonic symbols and mottoes to be 
seen all over the city,and an explanation of 
some of them cannot, therefore, fail to be in- 
teresting. The crossis among the most promi- 
nent symbols in use. The passion eross is the 
simplest and most Common, and represents that 


on which Jesus suffered. When it has ras 


issuing from it itis the insignia of the Com- 
mander of a Commandery of Knights Templar. 

The templar cross is the eight-pointed red 
cross, often called a Maltese cross, but from 
which it differs in that its limbs are not deeply 
notched. It is the same shape as the white cross 
of Malta, from which it differs only in color. It 


was prescribed by Pope Eugenius III. in 1146, as 
a symbol of the martyrdom to which Ohristians 
were continually ex N 

The Jeutonſe cross, as its name implies, was 
formerly worn by the Teutonic Knights. The 
two cross-bars are of equal length and cross in 
the centre, and the four ends are tipped with 
bars at right angics. Its colors are gold, 
and silver. 

The cross of Jerusalem is the Teutonic cross 
with a Greek cross between the four crossiets. 
It was adopted by Baldwyn as the arms of the 
Kingdom of Jerusalem, and is deemed a symbol 
of the oy. land. 

The Maltese cross was worn by the Knights of 
Malta. and is like the Templar cross, except that 
— — ure —— 2 or notched. The ¢ight 
points are considered to refer symbolical) 
the eight beatitudes. sive 

The cross of Constantine, or “Ch R.“ is the 
monogram of the name of Cbrist formed from 
the tirst two letters of that name in Greek, X 
being the Greek for“ Ch,” and P for the letter 
R.“ It is the celebrated sign which the legend 
says appeared in the sky at noonday to the Em- 
peror Constantine, and which was afterwards 
pluced by bim upon his standard. 

The Royal Arch jewel is a triple tau cross 
within a triangle, cireumseori by a cirele, and 
represents separation from the unholy, rever- 
ence for God, and belief in future life. 

The Tau Cross is one shaped, like the letter T. 
It represents the mark mentioned by Ezekiel. 
by which hose were distinguished who were to 
be saved from the wicked, who were to be slain. 

The Triangle. or Greek D, delta, is a symbol of 
the sacred name of God, known only to those 
who are separated by the mark from the wicked. 


The Circie is a symbol of eternal life. 


The letter G is differently interpreted. but 
it is sutlicient for the uninitiated ee 
many of the initiated look upon it as the symbol 
of God, and others of God and geometry, or the 
Grand Geometrician.

THE RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHOTS. 

_ The roads east from this city feel quite sur- 
prised because freight shipments over their 
lines do not improve. The new erop has been 
coming forward for some weeks, but most of it 
either takes the lakes from this point, or goes 
by the cross-lines from Peoria, Hannibal, Quin- 
cy, Indianapolis, etc. The managers of the roads 
from here have been predicting an increase in 
business from week to week, but it will not 
come. The statement of the past week, instead 
of showing an increase, shows the reverse. The 
shipments for the week ending Aug. 7 were 35,- 
008 tons; for the week ending Aug. lé they 
are Only 33,285 tons. This result gocs far to 
prove the correotness of the assertion heretofore 
made in Tax Tullner that the roads east from 
this city will continue to labor under serious 
disadvantages as long as they are prevented 
from competing against the lakes during the 
navigation season. As long as the lake rates 
are so much lower than the rail rates as to make 
itan object tur shippers to — that way, the 
ruilroads will only get such business as has to 
make quick time. 

Eust- bound rates from this city are gaid to be 
considerably demoralized, and charges of viola- 
tfon of the tariff are freely made. The Grand 
Trunk has been — 1 an unusually heavy busi- 
ness during the lust four week, much larger in 
proportion than the other lines, and this 
fact is cited that the road must 
have cut the rates. The officials, however, 
deny the soft impeachment, and claim that bad 
faith towards them is shown by the other roads 
constantly. That, for instance, it was rood 
that from June l until the arbitrators tixed the 

reentages their road should have eighty car- 
oads of cattle per week, yet up to the present 
time they had hardly received anything. 

The award of percentages for the Chicago 
eastern roads was to have been promulgated 
by the trunk-line arbitratofs a few days ago, 
but — — the present nothing bas been beard 
regarding the matter. = decision is anxiously 
looked for, as it will be impossible to regulate 
east-bound business from this city as — as 
the roads are in the dark as to the basis on which 
have to work. a

DOOLITTLE AT INDIANAPOLIS.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 14.—The formal 
opening of the Democratic campaign here 
to-night, despite of all the fuss, did not fill 
the Wigwam. At8o’clock the room did not 
hold more than a thousand people. Two or 
three ward clubs filed into the room, adding 
to the size of the audience, and, after waiting 
until twenty minutes passed,an organiza- 
tion was effected with the Wigwam not 
three-fourths filled, and. with nobody about 
the doors.

It was remarkably dead, 
and proves beyond question that whatever

cheers. Mr. Pulitzer’s impassioned manner 
and most poiuted periods were only faintly 
applauded, the most hearty being given when 
he said it was a lie that the Confederate 
Brigadiers were as dangerous as ever, 
and that *“‘ niggers”? were yet held in prac- 
tical slavery.

To the Western Associated Press, 

INDIANAPOLI#, Ind., Aug. 14.—Tne Demo- 
eratic Central Committee opened the cam- 

ign to-day. Over 200 speakers will de- 
iver addresses in the various cities and 
towns of the State. The following are 
among the prominent speakers: Senators 
McDonald, of Indiana, and Jones, of Florida, 
at Evansville; the Hon. Charles W. Ander- 
son, of Ohio, at Richmond; Senator Voor- 
hees at Brazil: Gov. Hendricks, of Indiana, 
and Gov. Brockenger, of Missouri, at Fort 
Wayne; the Hon. D. S. Gooding at Logans- 
port. 

In this city the meeting was held to-night 
at the Wigwam, and was addressed by the 
Hon. James Pulitzer, of St. Louis; the Hon.

Mr. Doolittle upon being introduced said: 

For three cheers from so many hearts and 
voices like the voice of many waters I thank 
you from my heart of hearts, not for myself 
alone, but in the name of ‘our standard- 
bearers, Haneock and English, whom we 
have nominated and whom we have decided 
to elect, and when elected inuugurate Presi- 
dent and Vice-President ot the United 
States. Not being a-resident of your State, 
it would not become me to discuss Sta 
candidates.

Among other things Mr. Doolittle said:

THE MASONIC PAGEANT. 

To the layman the Triennial Conclave of 
the Knights Templar in this city during the 
present week will be simply a grand pageant. 
There will be nothing in all the symbols, 
mottoes, and beauseants of significance to 
the general public. The progress of the 
world has outrun the influence of signs and 
legends, no matter how authoritative or 
sacred in their origin, and it is only the bright 
colors and infinit variety that now please the 
senses, without appealing to the heart or rea- 
son. Even to the Mason himself it is prob- 
able that the display of the clements of his 
craft arouses a pride in the power it exerts, 
the good it does, and the respect it commands 
much more than it revives any of the old- 
time sentiments with which the organiza- 
tion was originally identified. The world of 
to-day is too practical, too active, too selfish, 
perhaps, to be wrapt up in apy legacy of 
sentiment that has come down from early 
epochs. The most studious and de- 
voted Masons of our time proba 
bly bestow small thought upon the 
original purposes and aims of the organiza- 
tion, no matter how well versed they may be 
in its forms, nor how proud they may be of 
its great power; hence, it is not surprising 
that the non-Masonic community should fail 
to be impressed with the spirit of a Masonic 
celebration, no matter how keenly it may en- 
joy the display incident thereto.

The name Chi- 
cago, of doubtful Indian origin and a pos- 
sible significance altogether unsavory, has 
more magnetism to the people of this country 
than a Latin version of a conquering sign or 
prevailing truth. Itcan always be evoked 
upon a proper oc€asion to rally people by the 
tens of thousands, and to provide both ac- 
commodations and attractions for all classes. 
Everybody who lives in Chicago takes a 
special pride in all things identified with 
Chicago, and everybody who doesn’t live in 
Chicago eagerly avails himself of a reason 
able excuse for coming here. 

There is one quality about Chicago people 
fhat develops itself in all monster demonstra- 
tions. They have the faculty of associating 
themselves intimately with the current sen- 
sation; they readily adapt themselves to 
every situation which has the elements of 
greatness; they are in the habit of doing 
all things well and upon a scale of 
magnitude at which other communities 
marvel, Just now everybody in Chicago is 
practically a Knight Templar, to the extent, 
at least, of feeling a personal responsibility 
for the suecess of the Conclave and the en- 
tertainment of those who participate therein. 
People who do not care a fig for Masonry in 
the abstract are ready to spend their money 
freely to hang Masonic banners on the outer 
walls for the time being, and will probably 
try to enter into the spirit of the mottoes 
that are Greek to them, and even attempt to

Though itis not the music season, there will 
be more music here this week than most 
cities have in a whole year. Every after- 
noon and evening concerts will be given, or- 
ganized upon a grand scale, and including in 
their programs everything conceivable in the 
various schools, from that of Mr. Ludwig

In this category we do not include 
the smaller places of amusement, the variety 
theatres, minstrel halls, and shows in 
tents and basements where, for the 
infinitesimal sum of ten cents, any 
hour of day or night, the impecunious 
multitude may appease its cravings for en- 
joyment with entertainments just as piquant 
if not as esthetic as those provided for the 
well-to-do son of toilor the bloated aristocrat. 
Nor do we include the myriads of resorts 
necessary to the edification of sinners. Chi- 
cago provides for al! within her gates, and if 
her sinners are more numerous and ob- 
durate than those of other cities, so are her 
good men mote numerous and devoted to 
duty, thus fulfilling Nature's great laws of 
compensation. 

There are people so strangely constituted 
that they do not enjoy music; others have no 
taste for theatres, or think it wrong to ‘go. 
Chicago has provided for them with picnics 
of every description, with yacht-races and 
rowing-races, with steamboat-excursions,

THE TROUBLE IN IRELAND. 

An Irish landlord and his two sons were 
shot at last Sunday night in the County of 
Kilkenny,—not Tipperary as some newspa- 
pers have it,—and forty-seven muskets were 
taken by a party of adventurous young men 
from a Norwegian bark in Queenstown har- 
bor a few days after. The English Tory 
newspapers and a few badiy-informed jour- 
nals in this country have made both events 
texts on which to preach sermons about the 
lawless character of the people of Ireland, 
their desire for blood, their murderous pro- 
pensities, and not a few papers have gone to 
the extent of predicting that there would be 
an immediate “rising” in the island. The 
English Tory journals, taking their cue from 
the Irish landlord organs, are filled with 
accounts of nightly drillings on the hill- 
sides, descriptions of mysterious strangers 
with goatees, slouch hats, and “ Yankee” 
accent, who have been visiting the island 
lately. The London Times is horrified to 
find that 400 stands of arms have been pur- 
chased recently in Dublin by Irish peasants, 
and predicts in consequence many calamities 
to the landlords during the long dark nights. 

To any person convérsant with the situation, 
and who has followed the course of events in 
the British Parliament since the general 
election, the motive of this furore and these 
sensational accounts is palpable. ‘The Lib- 
erals have failed to renew the Irish Coercion 
act; the House of Lords has thrown out the 
Compensation bill; and the landlords, who

Mr. Forster added on his own account the 
following statement: 


The condition of the County of Wicklow is 
but a reflex of the condition of the County of 
Wexford, the City and County of Waterford, the 
City and County of Kilkenny, and the County of 
Tipperary. The latter, he observed, appeared to 
be a model county, as it was free from agrarian 
outrage and anything ere the publie safety 
or calculated to create public alarm; and he 
could unhesitatingly say that the five countics 
and two cities to which he referred might well 
compare With any five counties and two cities in 
any part of the United Kingdom. ) 


It should be borne in mind that these state- 
ments were made by an Englishman, just 
nine days before the shooting of Mr. Boyd 
and his sons in one of the counties referred 
to. The fact is, that the landlords of Ireland 
are almost wholly responsible for whatever 
crimes are committed there. Under the 
cover of a nefarious and vicious land code, 
they have plundered the poor peasantry by 
rack-renting ; and when they can squeeze no 
more out of them; when the peasantry, act- 
ing on the advice of their wisest leader, 
Mr. Parnell, protest against the confis- 
cation of that-which is the fruit of 
their toil: when they resist extermination 
and extortion,—the landlord organs cry out 
for an addition to the Coercive Code. Mr. 
Boyd, the victim of the Kilkenny shooting, 
had served twenty-one ejectment notices, 
and was mediiating their enforcement just 
at the season when the promise of abundant 
crops held out to the poor farmers the hope 
that they might, in time, meet his extortionate 
claims. What wonder is it that, maddened 
by the idea that they were to be robbed of 
that which is the result of their toil, which 
they “ watered by their sweat,” they were 
driven to desperate measures? What wonder 
if, having their hopes of remedial legislation 
blasted by the autocrats of the House of 
Lords, they determined to take the law into 
their own hands, to enter terrible protest 
against the confiscation of their only sup- 
port? 

The talk of a.“ rising” in the island is con- 
fined to lunatics like O' Donovan-Rossa, and 
he is too busy now airing his grievances and 
denouncing his fellows in the New York bar- 
rooms to engage in any such enterprise, 
even if he had the intention or the courage. 
Fenianism as an organization scarcely exists 
in Ireland. The Fenian fiasco.of °65 is too 
fresh in the minds of the people, and the 
complete failure of the American branch of 
the organization to fulfill its promises too 
well remembered to attempt another rebel- 
lion, or to place much trust on the O’Dono- 
van-Rossas and braggarts of that kind in 
this country.

THE CRIMINAL CLASS. 

During the last few months Chicago has 
been endaring some of the painful penalties 
of all large cities, one of Which is the congre- 
gation here of numerous criminals. The pro- 
fession of crime has primarily the end of rob- 
bery,—the possession of money, or other 
property convertible into money, without 
honest labor. Ordinarily, the burglar, 
if not disturbed at his work and al- 
lowed to take what he can find with- 
out objechon, will not add personal 
violence to his other misdeeds. His object 
is plunder, and he rarely adds violence to the 
crime unless to eover his own retreat, as

be regatded as highly favorable to the 


burglars. 
The next, and by no means the least im- 


portant, question is the opportunity offered 
for the disposal of stolen goods in Chicago. 
In this respect we suppose there is no city iu 
the world which offers such facilities. 
There are hundreds of places Where 
such goods are offered for sale and purchased 
openly without an attempt at disguise or 
concealment. So keen is the competition 
among the purchasers of stolen goods that it 
may be said with substantial truth that 
thieves laden with their spofis are seized on 
the streets by dealers and forced into the 
dens where such things are purchased. 

This open traffic in stolen goods has been 
notorious in this city for years. All efforts of 
the law to break up the business seem to be 
abortive. The law and the law officers are 
alike defied. It is yet fresh in the minds of the 
public that ohe of these dealers in stolen 
goods actually engaged a company of pro- 
fessional burglars, designated to them the 
establishment to be robbed, armed the rob- 
bers, and when, some hours later, an officer 
questioned the occupant of a wagon from 
which the goods were delivered at the 
shop of the instigator, that officer was shot 
to death. The facts were all established; 
one man was convicted eighteen months ago 
for murder, but has never been executed; 
while the proprietor of the thieves’ shop and 
the instigator of the burglary has been car- 
rying on his business directly or indirectly 
in the old stand ever since. 

We repeat that for the sale of the proceeds 
of ali kinds of robbery no place affords su 
facilities as does Chicago. , 

. The situation, therefore, is generally favor- 
able to the pérpetration of crime in this city. 
The price paid to thieves and burglars by 
the establishments where such goods are pur- 
chased is now about 23 per cent of the actual 
value of the property. The chance of capt- 
ure, trial, and conviction is about 4 per cent. 
The difference is the profit of the criminal, 
and is sufficiently great, with other circum- 
stances, to attract a larger share of the crimi- 
nal class to the city this year than usual. 

The reason why there are not more private 
residences robbed and plundered in the dis- 
tricts occupied by the wealthier families, and 
where ordinarily the plunder would be 
greater, is the fact that the occupants of 
these districts maintain a police force of their 
own. There are several thousand persons in 
this city who pay out of their pockets annu- 
ally from $30 to $50 each for policemen to 


dwellings. They thus secure that protection 
for themselves and their property which the 
city police are unable to afford. 

The numerical weakness of the police is 
attended by open acts of violence in the 
streets by day and by night. Persons are as- 
saulted and robbed, are held up” and bru- 
tally beaten; indeed, members of the police 
are publicly assailed and shot down by gangs 
of thugs and ruffians, all of the worst 
class, who know there is not force enough 
either to take them or to punish them. 

These facts are notorious. They are 
known to the public, to the police, and espe-

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CORNERING THE FOOD OF THE WORLD. 

The American spirit of speculation appar 
ently knows no bounds, There is no hight 
that it will not attempt to scale and no ram- 
part that it fears to storm. It is not terrified 
by the possible loss of millions so long as 
there is a prospect of proportionate gain. 
Men of the time seem never to be satisfied 
with money-getting. The gambling pro- 
pensity is stronger than the attractions of 


by killing his victim he destroys a witness by 
whom he might be identified. The cireum- 
stances governing the action of professional | 
burglars are: the greater number of places 
containing property to be robbed, the greater 
opportunities for escaping detection by the 
police, and the greater opportunities for 
converting the property taken into cash. In 
Chicago these three circumstances exist just 
now more completely than perhaps in any 
other large city, though they all exist in 
every large city to some extent. 

In the first place, movable property, such 
as in the hands of a burglar or gang of burg- 
lars can find ready conversion, is to be 
found in liberal profusion in Chicago. Here 
are found stores having large stocks of all 
those descriptions of wares which command 
the highest price proportionate to their bulk, 
jewelry, diamonds, watches, plate, silks, vel- 
vets, laces, fine cloths, ete., etc. There are 
not only such stores and warehouses heavily 
stocked, but there is a large number of them. 
Chicago has also its full stock of banks, pub- 
lic and private, brokers’ offices, and other 
depositories of money and valuables. Hence 
itisthat a city of this magnitude offers a 
field for burglars which, if successfully 
worked, will always yield a good harvest. 
Hence, also, the great attraction which draws 
to this place the large number of professlon- 
als who are just now making their head- 
quarters in Chicago. 

The second circumstance controlling the 
movements of professional burglars is the 
possibility of escaping police detection. This 
is largely dependent upon the numerical 
force of the police, and their skill and effect- 
iveness. While a skillful force of trained 
men must also be large enough numerically 
to be effective, mere numbers alone, without 
skill, and without a competent Chief, are of 
little protection to a city, and serve very 
siightly as a deterrent to crime. 

Chicago covers a very large area of terri- 
tory, and to offer even reasonable protection 
to persons and property would require a 
large force of men, fully as large as is au- 
thorized by law in this city; but it ‘is the 
practice, we understand, to keep at least one- 
fourth of the patrolmen’s places vacant, in 
order to save that much of the annual ap- 
propriation and build up a reputation for 
economy. Keeping one-fourth of the places 
on the police forces vacant serves also to en-

In the meantime, the burglars are fully 
aware that Chicago is comparatively unpro- 
tected by the city police, and that tne chances 
of being caught in the act of crime are too 
remote to be counted as desperate: more- 
over, a8 such a surprise would at best be the 
work of one officer, a simple buliet could 
easily silence him.

ease, comfort, peace of mind, and personal 
Gigantic operations seem rather to 
allure than repel the modern speculative 
uature by their great risks, The chief gam- 
blers of the country long for new worlds to 
conquer, and their brains and dauntless 
pluck are constantly devising schemes of 
venture which are simply startling to the 
man of moderate means and conservative 
business habits. 

But there is a limit to speculative possi- 
bilities. There is one thing that the specu- 
lators cannot accomplish except under cir- 
cumstances that portend disaster to the 
world in common. With the resources ot 
this Continent staring them in the face they 
cannot hope to get up a corner on food. Un 
versal failure in the crops is the only eondi- 
tion which will ever again render such an 
undertaking feasible. The Northwest is the 
granary of the world, and Chicago is its 
depot. No one man nor any combination of 
men, though backed by all the wealth that 
the hope of a prosperous speculation will 
attract, can control this market which fur- 
nishes mankind with ity food. There is too 
much of it; it is too easily, quickly, and, 
cheaply produced to admit of “ cornering,” 

The experience of Mr. Keene and those as- 
sociated with him in his last year’s wheat 
deal should teach ambitious speculators a 
useful lesson. When Mr. Keene came into 
the Chicago market to buy wheat and hold it 
for a rise, some months ago, he was engaged 
in a perfectly legitimate business transaction, 
and one which would have proved profitable 
had it been confined to the limit of reason. 
But when he took others in with him and 
combined to control wheat to an extent that 
would enable him to dictate prices, he went 
beyond his depth. He miscalcufated the 
influences exerted. by the modern faciti- 
ties for storing, ca for, and t 
porting grain.

Tre London News has printed reports of 
the actual ¢xpenditures of candidates for Par- 
liament, both successful and unsuccessful, inthe 
late general election, The amount published as 
officially expended is £792,819 by 306 candidates. 
As there arc 682 members of the House, and half 
as many candidates again as ‘membérs, it is 
probable that the expenses did not fall far short 
of a million and a half sterling. The official ex- 
penses of members of our Congress at any one 
election is not nearly so large; but our elections 
come oftener, and we have to bear the added 
expense of State, municipal, and judicial elec- 
tions, to say nothing of the great cost of Presi- 
dential elections every four years, which use 
more money indirectly than directiy. It Is 
doubtful whether ¢he British people are worse 
off than those of the United States in the maiter 
of election expenses; but they have nothing to 
boast of on the score of purity.

COLOR-BLIND NESS is for the first time made 
an issue in a political campaign in Connecticut.

AFGHANISTAN, 
AYOOB AND ABDURRHAMAN IN COLLUSION. 


Special Cable. 

Lonpon, Aug, 14.—There ts still great ex- 
citement in English military circles over 
Gen. Burrows’ defeat. The Government’s 
promise to institute an inquiry has some- 
what pacified public feeling, but it 
will be necessary te extend the re- 
search beyond personal responsibility 
for the disaster. The whole subject of 
the Indian staff service and the English 
officering of native regiments must be 
opened up. The Indian Office has been 
startled by the announcement from St. 
Petersburg by the well-informed correspond- 
ent of the Daily News that Abdurrahman 
and Ayoob Khan are acting in collusion. 
Considering the rivalries of the branches to 
which the Princes belong, it is difli- 
eult to believe the story. It is al- 
leged that such an alliance was brought 
about by Russia, which is always the English 
dete noir. There are some singular cor- 
reborative circumstances. For months 
past Ayoob is known to have 
been in active communication with Ryssia 
and Persia. Abduurrahman has also main- 
tained communication with Gen. Kaufmann. 
Telegrams announce the murder of the mes- 
senger and the theft of Abdurrahman’s dis- 
patches to Gen. Kaufmann. Neverthetess, 
the India office discredits the collusion story. 

THE RELIEF OF CANDAHAR, 

There is much anxiety respecting the re- 
lief of Candahar, Ayoob Khan has already 
lost his opportunity. He should have de- 
tached portions of his force to mask Canda- 
har, and then gone to Ghuzni and raised the 
whole country in Jehad against the British 
forces. The Tory free lances are making 
capital of Gen. Roberts’ march. They pro- 
fess alarm at his progress without a base at 
Cabul. The Government shelter 
themselves under the fact that his 
movement is adopted on Gen. 
Stewart’s recommendation. Gen. Roberts’ 
chief difficulty will arise if Ayoob Khan re- 
treats on Herat or eludes him by ascending 
the Urgundab toward Cabul. Such Par- 
thian tactics may cause trouble. The Russian 
press fear Ayoob’s retreat will draw the 
British to Herat. Great complaintsare made 
respecting the delays which attend Gen. 
Phayre’s advance toward Chaman. Antici- 
pating that he may need supplies, an enor- 
mous provision train has been organized to 
follow him at the end of the month. 

TREACHERY OF ABDURRAHMAN KAHN, 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Lonpon, Aug. 14.—The following is the 
verbatim copy of the dispatch received by 
the Daily News from its correspondent at 
St. Petersburg last night: “I have grave 
reason to believe that Ayoob Khan has been 
acting in concert with and been assisted by 
Abdurrahman Khan, and that the 
worst suspicions are not without 
some foundation. I would assuredly 
not send such disconcerting intelligence ex- 
cept on the most serious grounds.” The ex- 
pression, worst suspicions,” is interpreted 
to refer to Russian intrigues, or possibly to 
rumors of actual Russian codperation with 
Ayoob Khan.

STARVATION AT LOUISVILLE. 


A Young German Girl’s Fast of Fifty 
Days. 
Special to Oitncinnati Commercial. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. ll.—The story of the 
starving girl, Minnie Siebach, is one of strange 
mystery. 

Sunday last Dr. W.T. Leachman, oneof the best 
physicians in the country, visited the house of 
Mr. and Mrs. Sicbach. They live ina small cot- 
tage on the north side of Marshall, one door 
above Jackson. 

“ Vell, vat is your peezness?” sheasks. “Ifyou 
is a reborter please go avay; ve is pothered a 
great deal lately by them.” 

The German woman who met the visitor at the 
door will permit him, if he be a physician, to ex- 
amine the sick-chamber. This privilege was ac- 
corded to Dr. Leachman. The sick girl lay at 
full length on an ordinary bed, the covering of 
which was neatly reversed in part several inches 
above her waist. Her arms were also at full 
length, and her legs were stretched similarly. 
Examination showed a fair temperature of the 
body, but a pulse of 181. Her feet were cold, 
so cold that hot iron had been placed 
against them. Looking at her hands, Dr. 
Leachman discovered skin and bones, the 
former drawn tightly to the latter. Lifting 
the arm, he discovered remarkable rigidity and 
—— heaviness. The joints are more 
or less anchylosed. The eyes, when this physician 
made his examination, were closed, but the 
mouth was wide open. Respiration was quick 
and iabored, while in respir u most pro- 
nounced noise could be heard all over the sick 
woman's apartment. 

“How long, Madame,” asked Dr. Leachman, 
* has it been since your daughter tasted food?”

Her 
stomach appeared very hard, and when he 
touched the spot over the lower lobe of ber left 
lung Miss Siebach moved as if in pain.

Dr. Leachman gave careful examination to 
the spot again. It contains.“ he said to the 
mother, “ water or matter which has come from 
water. Has she ever had lung fever? 

No: nothing till this came on.” 

At this juncture the girl's frame, from the ab- 
domen to the neck, moved up and down with 
much force and frequency. The diaphragm was 
especially convulsive, and resisted with ease the 
physician's hand when p uponit. But the 
more rer_arkable occurrence was the sound of 
her voice, which, increasing in pitch and volume, 
ay forth a noise like the low barking of a dog.

DUMPED IN THE RIVER, 


Another Excursion Party Meets 
with a Direful Accident. 


Falling of a Wharf Filled with Peo- 
ple at Mount Hope, Mass. 


A Hundred or More Persons Pre- 
cipitated into the Water. 


Record of Casualties at Other Points 
Yesterday. 


POWDER EXPLOSION. 

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 14.—A Times’ special 
from Como gives a brief account of an accl- 
dent which occurred at Red Hill, a small 
station on the South Park Road, last night. 
About 12 o’clock a fire broke out in 
the depot and caused the explosion 
of about 1,000 pounds of powder, 
which blew the depot and every building 
in the place to atoms. The agent, F. E. Col- 
yer, was baaly injured by burns and cuts, 
and is not expected to live. His assistant, 
Charley Hilton, was killed, and two other 
men badly injured. 

Further particulars of the explosion at 
Red Hill last night are to the effect that 
Frank E. Collyer, Agent, T. J. Conway, As- 
sistant Agent, and Charles Glinn, freighter, 
were sitting in the depot awaiting the down 
train when the explosion occurred. When 
the Flairplay coach reached the scene of the 
disaster soon after the passengers found 
Charles Hilton, an 27 fearfully man- 

led, and not astiteh of clething save one sock 

ing found on him. Collier was severely 
wounded about the head, and it is feared his 
skull is broken. Conway was internally in- 
jured, but not fatally. Glenn was wounded 
about the body, but not 2 His coat 
was split from the neck down. The ground 
on which the depot, freight-house, eating- 
house, saloon, and forwarding-house stood 
is now bare of buildings. They were 
blown into splinters from the size of 
a toothpick to that of office kindli 
wood. Not one stick on another remains o 
the five buildings. It is said that twelve cases 
of gunpowder were in the freight-house, but 
this is mere rumor, and there is some mys- 
tery about the affair. Agent Collier, who 


has recovered consciousness, says there was 


no powder about the place. The wounded’ 
were rémoved to Fairplay. It is said that 
the stage-driver caught a scoundrel breaking 
into the safe after the explosion. 


A FALLING WHARF. 

FALL Rrver, Mass., Aug. 14.—A wharf-at 
Mount Hope, upon which was a large crowd 
of excursionists, broke down at 8:40 this 
evening. There must have been a number 
lost, but it is impossible to ascertain to-night 
how many. 

The first reports of the accident on the 
wharf at Mount Hopeappear to have been 
exaggerated, but owing to the darkness, 
there being no light on the wharf, it cannot 
be ascertained to-night whether any person is 
drowned. The wharf parted in the middle, 
precipitating from fifty to seventy-five into 
the trough. Many of them clung to the 
wharf, and others plunged into the water. 
Many were taken out unconscious and 
almost lifeless, but were resuscitated. 

The news of the accident created great 
anxiety in the city, and hundreds of 
anxious ones at once rushed to the 
landing to learn news of their 
friends, At midnight the last. boat 
load came over. The City Marshal was of 
the party, and reports the excitement at the 
scene of the accident intense, and thescreams 
of those who had fallen added to the con- 
fusion. Owing to the low tide the water was 
not more than five to seven feet deep and 
it is believed not more than two were 
drowned, although it is impossible, on ac- 
count of the to obtain accurate in- 
formation as to easualties. A number of 
4— are known to have been injured.

DROWNED.

A Celebrated Frenchman Dead. 
Parisian, July 15. 

Mr. Isaac Pereire, the celebrated financier, 
died on Monday last at the age of 74. Mr. 
Pereire came to Paris in 1823 from Bordeaux 
oe his brother Emile. He was oneof 
the first disciples of Saint Simon. Having 
been initiated into the doctrines, he 
joined the staff of the Globe in 
1830. At that period of his 
gave lectures on industry, finances, and po- 
litical economy. When Enfantin separated 
from Bazard, Emile Pereire followed the 
apostle of Saint-Simonism. Hie was succes- 
sively a writer in the Temps, the Journal des 
Connaissances Utiles, and the Debats. It 
was into that ‘last-named paper that he intro- 
duced for the first time a daily account of the 
Bourse, a stép which was soon adopted by 
all the ether papers. 

When in 18 his brother Emile became 
Chairman of the St. Germain Railway, which 
was then considered as a model for future 
lines, he joined the undertaking as sub- 
director, and devoted his attention especially 
to the organization and accounts of the Com- 
pany. After that he joined all the under- 
takings of his brother, and names of 
Emile and Isaac Pereire will be found con- 
nected with all the great financial enter- 
prises of the Empire. 

For the past ten years Mr. Isaac Pereire 
has been blind, but he has never ceased to 
occupy himself with social N. and he 
remained to the end faithful to the Saint- 
Simonian doctrines. All his family have 
been brought up, if not in irreligion, at least 
in indifferencé on religious matters. Mr. 
Pereire was twice elected Deputy,—in 1863 
and 1869,—buton both occasions the election 
was invalidated by the Corps Legislatif. 

The total fortune of the Pereire family has 
for a long time been constituted into a civil 
society, of which Mr. Isaac Pereire was the 
President. Aécording to the statutes of this 
society, each member receives an income 
and board according to his share. The fam- 
ily ive in a splendid hotel, Nos. 35 and 37

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A CURIOUS DECISION. 

The from Rochester failed to give 
all the facts relating to the 2:21 race Tuesday, 
won by Monroe Chief, but they have since come 
to hand, and, as the matter is liable to come be- 
fore the Board of Review at its next meeting 
for final adjudication, it may be well to give it a 
thorough airing at the present time. The 
bulk of the pool-sellmge on the race 
was for second place, Moose being 
strongly supported by the local betting fraterni- 
ty, and Voltaire by the horsemen. It is treely 
charged that one of the judges of the day, in 
connection with an ex-poolselier, had bet con- 
siderable money on Moose, and was deter- 
mined to give him all the aid possible in attain- 
ing second place. He won the first beat in 2:19%, 
which seemed to insure him the coveted posi- 
tion, as Monroe Chief took the second and third 
heats. In the fourth, however, Voltaire clearly 
led him to the wire, but in the face of this palpa- 
ole evidence the judges decided the heat dead 
between Voltaire and Monroe Chief, the an- 
nouncement bei ted with a storm of 
hisses. The incident is thus described by the 
Rochester Democrat and nick of Wednes- 


ay:

The fourth annual demonstration and picnic 
of the United Irish Societies of Chicago was 
held yesterday at Ogderi’s Grove, and drew to- 
gether an assemblage which at its greatest hight 
numbered hardly less than 8,000 or 10,000 people. 
The day itself, so far as the item of weather 
was concerned, could not have turned out 
better. The sun was warm, but the de- 
lightful breeze which was stirring all 
day tempered his ardor ‘and conduced 
to the universal comfort. The occasion, too, 
appealed to the hearts of the patriotic Irishmen 
of Chicago in a manner which was not to be 
misunderstood, and if there were any extra feat- 
ure needed to exeite interest and draw a crowd 
it was the announcement that among the speak - 
ers of the day would be no less a person than the 
valiant one-armed Michac! Davitt, one of the 
latest victims of British tyrannyin connection 
with the awitation of the land question. 


The early part of the day was given 
up to the full enjoyment of the picnicking ten- 
dencies of the crowd, and in this respect tho at - 
fair was as thoroughly like ali the picnics ever 
held as is one circus like another. About noon

It Fails to Meet the Requirement of 
the Railroad Managers. 


Berney’s much-puffed spark-arrester and 
smoke-consumer received a trial yesterday, and 
did not prove the uccess that was claimed for 
it by its owners zd the Boston papers. The 
apparatue was applied by the Illinois Central 
Company to engine No. 17. This locomotive 
was duilt at the Weldon shops by this Company 
a few years ago, and is one of their largest 
passenger engines. Her cylinders are 16 inches 
diameter, 24 inchas stroke; driving- wheels, 5 
feet 3 inches diameter; the cylinder part of the 
boiler is 47 inches in diameter, and the 
furnace 5 feet long and W inches wide. 
The boiler is supplied with 160 two-inch flues, 
li feet 4 inches long. It will be seen 
therefore, that, so far as the heating surface 
is concerned, the builer has a large arca in pro- 
portion to the size of the cylinders of the en- 
gine. The weight of the engine without a ten- 
der is thirty-three tons, and with a tender, sup- 
plied with coal and water, fifty-six tons. The 
engine was selected’ by Mr. Berney himself as 
the most suitable for the test. The train pulled 
by the engine cousisted of nine of the new sub- 
urban cars recently built by the [Illinois Central 
HKailroad Company, modeled after the Metropol- 
itan Elevated Railway cars in New York. Al- 
though the Berney patent has heretofore been 
described, it may be well to state briefly its sal- 
jent features. For the prevention of smoke air 
is admitted to the furnace of the 
boiler above the fire, bemg conveyed from 
the front end of the engine through 
two three-inch pipes. The supply of air is ob- 
tained and regulated by means of a small jet of 
steam discharged into each pipe, thus creating 
a current of ir into the furnace, the steam-jet 
compelling the airtoenter. By graduating the 
quantity of steam admitted to the pipes the 
amount of air can be increased or diminished. 
The eombined force of steam aud air pussing 
througk the pipes operates to some extent Ww 
convey Sparks from the stack and smoke-box to 
the furnace. 

The forward car of the train was set aside for 
the special use of the party, which cousisted of 
Ald, Clark, Storey, Hildreth, Culierton, Lawler, 
Imhoff, Sanders, Young, Smith, and others. 
There were alsopresent ex-Ald. Bond, Clark, 
and Dagwy; Toomas B. Quambiy, General Mas- 
ter Mechanic Chicago, Kock Island & Pacific; 
Mr. Mason, representative of Crogter's Smoke- 
Consumer; Mr. Orvis, of Orvis’ Smoke-Consum- 
er; J. C. Clarke, Vice-President; E. T. Jeffery, 
General Superintendent; S. J. Hayes, Superin- 
tendent of Machinery; Henry Schiacks and W. 
B. Snow, Master Mechanics of the Lilinois Cent- 
ral. Ool. Berney, the inventor of the new 
smoke-eonsumer and spark-arrester, was also 


present. 

Before starting Mr. 8. J. Hayes, Superintend- 
ent of Machinery of the Illinois Central, gave a 
brief description of me device to the Aldermen 
present. The train left the Central Depot at 
2:15 p. m. Owing to the limited time the train 
did not go to — put only to Grand 
Crossing. The action ot the spark-arrester and 
smoke-consumer was watched with deep interest 
by all. It was evident thut, while the quantity 
of fme cinders thrown froaa the stack was leas 
than usual, the

was about the same. Col. Berney tried to ex- 
plain this latter cireumstancewn the ground that 
he had attacbed his spark-arrester only, but not 
the smoke-consumer. Thin statement, of 
course, caused general surprise, as it was 
generally understood that we entire ap- 

aratus had been applied. Even the 

aster Mechanics of the Illinois Central, 
who bad assisted in putting the apparatus 
to the engine, felt surprised, as they had also la- 
bored under the opinion, up to this time, that 
the attachment consisted of both smoke-con- 
sumer and spark-arrester. 

When the engine was working heavily the 
smoke was materially lessened, owlmg to the 
strong draugbt created by the exhaust steam 
dischurged through the smoke-statk. This, 
however, is said to be generally the cuse with 
locomotives. When fresh steam was thrown in 
the furnace, or when steam was shut of from 
the engine preparatory to stopping for a station, 
about the usuai quantity of smoke was emitted 
from the stack. Soon after leaving Central 
Depot it became apparent that the 
two pipes of § three inches diam- 
eter, heretofore mentioned, ad miued 
so much air to the furnace that the free steam- 
ing of the engine wus impaired. The steam 
pressure indicated by the steam-gauge attuched 
to the boiler fell from 110 pounds to seventy-five 
pounds. The lilinois Central engines ordinarily 
run at a pressure of 125 pounds., Plugs with 1 
inch holes were then put in the 
pipes, so as to diminish the quantity of air ad- 
mitted. As a result, the engine made steam 
rather more frecly. 

Ou the return trip from Grand Crossing the 16 
inch holes were plugged so that no air could be 
admitted. The engine consequenily steamed 
still better, but did nut at any time wake steam 
as freely as without the Berney patent. 

It was evident that the engine burned more 
coal than it would have done without the patent. 

Ald. Young, Imhof, and Sanders rode on the 
engine and watched the results with great in- 
terest. 

The trial demonstrated fully that the Berney 
patent as applied to the engive will not ma- 
terially lessen the quantity of smoke, and that 
careful tiring will produce equally as good re- 
sults. The Aldermen who accompanied the 
party were unauimous in expressing the opinion 
that it was impossible to operate locomotives 
without having smoke tbrown from the stack 
when IIIinois coal is used for fuel. Ald. 
Clark, who lntroduced the ordinance 
against the smoke nuisance in the Council, 
stated to THe Ines representative 
that he was now satisfied that an ordinance pro- 
hibitaumg the emission of smoke could not be en- 
forved, but he thought that an ordinance shoukl 
be paseed that would compel the railroads to be 
more careful in handling their locomotives by 
imposing a penalty fur throwing such volumes 
of smoke and cinders from the locomotives as 
to cause a nuisance. Whether this wus accom- 
plished by the appliance of smoke-consumers 
and spark-arrcsters or careful fring he did not 
care. He felt confident that careful firing alone 
would accomplish good results, and such an 
ordinance would have the effect of making the 
railroads more careful than they had been here- 
totore, and the nuisance would in a great meas- 
ure be abated. 

General-Superintendent Jefferey, of the IIli- 
nois Central, stated that he bad given Mr. Ber- 
ney ali the facilitiesin his power to make the 
trial as perfect and effective as possible, and al- 
lowed him to pick out any locomotive be de- 
sired, and allowed him to make any altcrations 
on the locomotive he desired, and even placed 
his mechanics at his disposal. He would have 
allowed him to putatombstone on itif he de- 
sired it. Col. Berney had all the time he wanted 
to puton his complete apparatus, the smoke- 
consumer as well as the spark-arrester, and he 
could see no reason whyit was uot done. He 
certainly was of the opinion, up tothe starting of 
the train, that the whole 2 was applied 
to the engine, and he felt surprised when Col. 
Berney stated that his smoke-cuonsumer had not 
been attached. He was satisfied, however, that 
even if an additional apparatus was pot on for 
the consumption of smoke it would not only not 
better thmgs, but would make them rather 
worse. It had been demonstrated by this trial 
that the apparatus lessened the stceam-making 
capacity of the engine to such an extent as to

a heavy train on an up grade. With an addi- 
tional apparatus the siceam-making capacity of 
the engine would be still more lessened. He 
would show fully as good if not better results 
with one of his ordinary engines without an ap- 
paratus, as far as the emission of sparks and 
smoke from the stack was concerned, as had 
been shown by the engine with the Berney 
patent. 

Col. Berney explained to Tux Trrevune repre- 
sentative that his invention, as applied to this 
engine, was designed to consume the sparks: 
that his real smoke-consumer was not on the 
engine. He said it was his custom to apply the 
spark-arrester to locomotives first, and, ff satis- 
factory as to cleanliness and economy, the smoke- 
consumer could afterwards be appiled, as it is 
included in the same patent, and not expensive 
to put in, and will last for years. His pian was 
to insert water-gates above the ordinary tos 
from six to fourteen inches apart. This allows 
the small coais to full oo the lower bars, and 
forms a hot-air chamber, which heats the 
air to a high degree, so that when it passes 
through the water-bars above it is red- 
the carbon. 
He claimed to be pertectiy satisfied with the 
trial, as the sparks were certainly consumed, 
end there was considerabie diminuition in the 
smoke. Next week he said he would put on his 
smnoke-consumer, General Superintendent Jef- 
ferey having given the permission, and be would 
then be abie to show the most satisfactory re- 
suits. Hisinvention has met with extraordi- 
nary success upon Eastern roads, and he could 


see no reason why it could not be made to work 


with good success upon Western roads, although 
the coal used here is the worst he ever saw. 
By what was shown by the trial de ete it is 
certainly still an open question whether or not 
ance can be devised which will mate- 
at of smoke ordinarily

They allow no liquor to be 
sold on the grounds, and pander to no drunkard’s 
depraved appetite by putting the temptation 
of beer before him within easy reach at ball- 
games. At Cincinnati the Captain of the home 
team used to be ordered to slow-up between inn- 
ings so us to allow the crowd to drink more beer, 
the profit on which was an important source of 
revenue to the Club. Even now the beer-jerk- 
ing and the Sunday games are relied on to help 
the Club out financially, and the present Cincin- 
nati nine are employed very much as pretty 
waiter-giris are,—to increase the consumption 
and sale of beer and swell the receipts of the 
Club. It is degrading, offensive, ruinous, this 
association-of base ball and beer, and the League 
should legisiate against it with as much severity 
as it has legislated against everything that tends 
to brfhg the game into disrepute.

Szearortu, Aug. 14.-The Ontario Aagti- 
cultural Commission opened an inquiry here 
into the salt industry in the County ef Huron 
chiefly with reference to the utility of Cana- 
dian salt as a fertilizer and for dairy pur- 
poses. Louis Rightmeyer, an American 
gentleman, who has been engaged as a salt- 
manufacturer at Kincardine since 1871, was 
examined, and stated that the market was 
chiefly in Chieago, Milwaukee, and other 
Western places, and his salt was used mainly 
for pork-packi ‘The Canadian market 
was pretty well. occupied by English 
salt, which was bronght across the At- 
lantic as ballast, and admitted free of 
duty. He made about 10,000 tons annually, 
all of which he sold in the United r. 
cept about 2.000 tons, Which was sold in Can- 
ada. His Western customers preferred Ca- 
nadian salt to English salt for 3 J 
as it was proved by analysis to be purer. He 
had received no complaints of it at all. 
Farmers in Canada were new using it as a 
fertilizer with excellent results, especially on 
wheat. It made the straw — the 
kernels brighter and plumper. For this pur- 
pose it was sold at from $2.50 to $3 per ton. 

N. F. Coleman, of the firm of Coleman & 
8 Seaforth, said ot produced 
from 70,000 to 75.000 barréls of salt per year. 
Their market was in the United States and

Grant and Mebonald—- The Alleged Vio- 
lation of Neutrality om the NMiexican 
Border. 0 a 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnrnoron, D. C., Aug. 14.—A personal 
friend of Gen. Grant says that the latter does 
not intend to take any notice of John Mc- 
Donald’s Whisky-Ring exposures, and that 
all of Grant’s friends are of the opinion that 
ng attention should be paid to them. 

Gen. Poe, of Gen. Sherman’s staff, who 
was appointed to appraise the Fort Gratiot 
military reservation with some other officers, 
has returned, and has fixed the price at 
$28,000. The Northwestern Railroad Com- 
pany has signified its intention of accepting 
the terms of the appraisement, and notified 
the Department that the money will be paid 
in a few days. 

The business of the Indian Office is some- 
what embarrassed by the resignation to-day 
of Chief-Clerk Brooks, who, it is said, de- 
sires to look after his jnterests in the mapu- 
facture of wood-pulp. Owing to the illness 
of Commissioner Trowbridge Mr. Brooks 
has been acting Commissioner, and, as Sec- 
retary Schurz is away, the retirement of Mr. 
Brooks at this time will leave the subordi- 
nate officiais in charge of the Department 
with rather more Lusiness than they can 
manage. * 

The State Department has commenced a 
thorough investigation of the recent alleged 
violation of the neutrality laws by Mexico, in 
grving protection to prisoners escaped from 
New Laredo, Texas. The first step was to 
call upon the United States Consul at Lare- 
do, Mexico, to investigate the matter. and to 
report fully, and to also obtain from the War 
Departinent any reports which may have 
been made by army officers on the border and 
in the vicinity. Secretary-of-War Ramsey 
gave the necessary instructions, and a mili- 
tary reportin the case is expected the com- 
ing week. The State Department is also 
in correspondance with Judge Morgan, our 
Minister to Mexico, and the latter has already 
sent full dispatches to this Government 
which, however, it is not considered at the 
— time prudent to make public. It is 

nown, however, that Judge Morgan has 
called the attention of the Mexican Govern- 
ment to the matter,and has been assured 
by that Government that the protection given 
to the escaped prisoners was not by the Mexi- 
can authorities, nor with their sanction or 
knowledge, and that the Mexican Govern- 
ment had nothing to do with the matter. 

Our officials are inclined to adopt this view, 

and to believe that there is nothing in the 

facts to indicate that the Mexican Govern- 

—— has violated the Guadaloupe-Hidalgo 
reaty. 

The State Department officials, r to
